— The President is pleased to award 
the President’s Police and Fire Services Medal for 
gallantry to the undermentioned officers of the 
Vindhya Pradesh Police: — 

Names of the officers and ranks. 

(i) Shri Dhanushdhari Singh, Sub-Inspector of 
Police, and 

(ii) Shri ’Mahendra Prasad, Constable No. 631 
(deceased). 

Statement of services for which the decorations 
have been awarded . — On 3rd March 1951, at about 8 
a.m. one Sundarshan Ram Brahmin of village Rajadhau, 
Police Station Mauganj, District Rewa. died after a 
brief illness. Mst. Sundari. widow of the deceased 
aged about 21 years decided to commit ‘Sati’. In the 
presence of a large number of people of the village 
Rajadhau and surrounding Villages she accompanied 
the dead body of her husband and performed the 
rituals necessary before the actual commission of Sati. 
In the meantime this information was conveyed to the 
Sub-Inspector of Police Station Mauganj, about 11 
miles away. 

The Sub-Inspector Dhanushdhari Singh accompanied 
by Constable Mahendra Prasad No. 631. and two other 
constables reached Rajadhau just before the funeral 
pyre was to be set alight. As the Sub-Inspector had 
only a very small force with him he used tact instead 


of force, and persuaded Mst. Sundari to go along with 
him to a nearby village and obtain permission of a 
Magistrate who was already there. 

They had hardly proceeded half a mile, when a 
mob of about 200 persons armed with lathis and 
spears attacked the Police party, seized Mst. Sundari 
and started to take her back to the burning ghat. The 
Police with dogged tenacity attempted to prevent this 
being done. This infuriated the mob which set upon 
the Police party and beat them mercilessly. The 
Sub-Inspector who had a rifle used it with commend- 
able presence of mind when he found his life and the 
lives of the Constables were in danger. Two of the 
mob were killed but the firing, far from acting as 
a deterrent, infuriated the mob still further, which 
continued to attack the Sub-Inspector and the Cons- 
tables until they became unconscious. The mob then 
left them for dead. Constable Mahendra Prasad died 
on the spot while the Sub-Inspector and the other two 
Constables were subsequently taken to the Hospital 
in a precarious condition. 


Both Sub-Inspector Dhanushdhari Singh and Cons- 
table Mahendra Prasad, displayed conspicuous gallantry 
and outstanding devotion to duty. 

2. These awards are made for gallantry under rule 
4(i) of the rules governing the award of the Presi- 
dent’s Police and Fire Services Medal and consequently 
carry with them the special allowance admissible to 
officers of and below the rank of Inspector of Police 
as provided in rule 5.
